REPRAL OF THE BANKRUPT LAW. 


The relic of the war period to enable 
a man to cheat his creditors and secrete 
a fortune bids fair to disappear from 
the national statute books. The whole 
subject will be remitted to the states 
for independent action. This is as it 
should be. The act has come to be but 
little mor a cover for injustice 
and fraud, and public sentiment 
urgently demands ite repeal. It was 
enacted in 1862 for the benefit of the 
victims of _ the panic of 
1857, and should have been 
repealed in the course of the following 
five years. From 1867 to 1873 the law 
was absolutely a premium on commer- 
cial recklessness. Risks were freely 
taken, because failure could entail no 
lasting results, bringing neither dis~ 
grace nor a hopeless burden of debt. 
It promoted the prevailing demoraliza- 
tion and hurried thousands on to ruin. 
Why it was not repealed in 1866, no 
one ean tell. The law of 1800 was per~ 
mitted to stand only four years, and 
that of 1841 but two. The time has 
come happily for the repeal of the act 
of 1862, and may the country never 
need another one, 

The repeal! bill was passed in the sen- 
ate almost without debate, Senator Mc- 
Creary’s twenty-minute speech leading 
toa vote of 37 to6. There were, howev~ 
er, three pairs, making the entire nega- 
tive vote nine, namely, Messrs. Allison, 
Anthony, Burnside, Conover, David 
Davis, Matthews, McMillan, Saunders 
and Windom. General Gordon voted 
in the affirmative, but Mr. Hill did not 
vote. Stanley Matthews offered a sub- 
stitute, which gets rid of the involun- 
tary feature of the present act, and 
provides that any person who, being 
insolvent, shall make an assignment

THe controller of the currency has 
just ascertained the condition of the 
national banks on the fifteenth of last 
month. At that time they held over 
fifty-four millions of specie—chiefly 
gold treasury notes—a much larger 
amount than was ever before reported 
by the banks since the organization 
of the system, Over three-fifths of the 
whole amount belonged to the banks 
of New York city. 


Durine the fiscal year of 1877 there 
were but seven states where the re- 
ceipts for postal service exceeded the 
expenditures. These were New Hamp- 
shire, $3,479 ; Massachusetts, $545,454 ; 
Rhode Island, $78,938; Connecticut, 
$100,317; New York, $994,227; New 
Jersey, $97,293, and Pennsylvania, 
$458,866. In Nebraska the excess of 
expenditufes over receipts was $523,- 
069; in California, $792,540 ; in Ohio 
$518,550 ; 1n the two Woeninion’ $323, 
572; in Maryland, $63,875, and in the 
District of Columbia, $69,909 In the 
territories, leaving out Alaska, the ex. 
cess of expenditures was considerably 
over $1,000,000. In Alaska the total 
receipts were only $378, and the total! 
expenditures $227, leaving a balance of 


receipts over expenditures of $151.

BEECHER'S IMPRUDENCS AND GUILT. 


We had little thought on yesterday 
that Henry Ward Beecher would have 
the hardihood to stand up in denial of 
Mrs. Tilton’s confession. The truth 
is—we half believed that we should 
hear that in the depth ot the degrada» 
tion to which he was plunged, he 
would putan end to his life—about 
the only graceful thing he could do. 

His unparalleled impudence will 
avail literally nothing. No adroitness, 
no stubbornness, no special pleading, 
can avail him against the palpable 
truth that pervades Mrs. Tilton’s confes- 
sion. The allegation—mainly shadowed 
forth by Beecher’s understrapper—that 

irs. Tilton has put forth a fa'!se confes- 
sion because she failed in a scheme to 
blackmail Mr. Beecher out of enough 
money for her support —that confes- 
sion never came to the light in that 
way. It burst through the crust of her 
soul, impelied by a horrible and intol- 
elable remorse. 

It must be remembered that Mrs. 

Tilton never swore in the trial that she 
was innocent of the charge made 
against her. Tilton wanted to put her 
on the stand, but Beecher’s counsel ob- 
jected. It was pleaded at the time that 
respect for the modesty of woman and 
Mrs. Tiiton’s delicate nature prevented. 
Under the law which says that a wife 
shall not testify in a case in which her 
husband is interested, she was kept off 
the stand.

The charge of attempted black - 
mail will doubtless fall to the ground, 
and the sincerity of the confession will 
be proven. We cannot yet believe 
that Beecher has deliberately de- 
termined upon contesting the case 
further. His denial is the desperate 
convulsion of a proud and harrassed 
man, struc< ina vital point. That. he 
can make a pretence of resistance is ev- 
dence of a hardihood that is almost 
superhuman, Beecher is sustained in 
it by his lordly pride of position, and 
by his infinite mental and emotional 
resources. This cannot sustain him 
long, and when he breaks down, let the 
world be );repared to bid farewell to 
Beecher. When his spirit of resistance 
is destroyed, the light of bis life will go 
out. 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL 


The Washington correspondent of 
the New York Herald presents, with a 
great flourish ef trumpets, an elaborate 
analysis of the river and harbor bill. 
The analysis was intended to crush the, 
committee’s bill by showing that the 
most of the appropriations are for 
creeks, “which are dry nine moaths 
in the year’’—that the pill is ‘‘half full 
of jobs of the most useless description, 
put in mainly to secure votes for the 
the whole monstrous and disorderly 
combination.” We fail to fiad,however, 
in the analysis any proof of these 
allegations. The principal fact disclos- 
ed by it is, that the appropriations are 
well distributed, instead of being con- 
fined, asin the past, almost exclusively 
to New York harbor and Lake Michie 
gan. Leaving out of the account the 
$340,000 for the general improvement 
of the Mississippi, as belonging equally 
to the south and north, the northern 
states have appropriated to them in this 
bill $3,789,300, and the southern states 
$2,332,500. It may be a sin im the eyes 
of the Herald to give the south even a 


‘ considerable minor part of such appro~ 


priations, but the sentiment of the coun- 
try will not be apt to regard it in that 
light. The bill appropriates leas 
than seven ‘millions. Or this 
amount New York comes in 
for $526,000; Maryland for $569,000 


and Wisconsin, for $408,000 —the three 


seeming to care about it. 
When however an attempt was 
made t: refer to the same 
committer the resolutions of the Mary- 
land legisiature, Mr. Garfield and oth- 
ers appreciated the situation, but re- 
consideraiion was impossible, and Mr. 
Kimmeli’s bill remains in the hands of 
the judiciary committee. It — will 
doubtiess remain there. The bill au-~ 
thorizes tle governor or attorney gen- 
eral of an aggrieved state to bring an 
action in fhe nature of a quo warranto 
in the sup’eme court for the purpose 
of giving jue effect tothe electoral 
vote of the state, If a jury is needed 
to try nestions of fact, it shall 
consist of ‘welve persons selected from 
the judges of the highest courts in the 
respective states. The bill is intended 
for appliiation whenever an election 
to the two highest offices in the gift of 
the countr« is disputed by one or more 
of the states. Mr. Blair has succeeded 
in getting ‘ie question squarely before 
congress, sud it remains to be seen 
whether th3 “stalwarts” can produce 
enough unwritten histovy to turn pub- 
lic sentiment in its favor. This to say 
the least is very doubtful. Scarcely any 
one thinks that Mr. Hayes 18 a lawfully 
elected president, but scarcely any one 
can see what good can be accomplished 
by attempting to evict i'm from office.

I: every city in the world 
of the size and importance of Atlanta 
we find that the garbage and foecal mat- 
ter is scruptlously gathered up and 
properly disposed of. Usnally the pri- 
vate houses are provided with large 
barrels in which the refuse matter is 
hoarded thet it may convenient- 
ly await the calling of the 
city garbage carts. Nothing is left ex- 
posed on the streets, to rot away and 
poison the sr. In Atlan\a there is no 
such arrangement. Our people think 
they have done their full duty if they 
only succeed in getting their garbage 
outside of their own gates. They are 
content to dusap it into an open sewer, 
toss it into # diteh, and leave it, filthy 
and disease:Mreeding, in tue middle of 
the streets. Many a time do we sce 
tue most indacent and dixgusting ex~ 
posures on our best thoroguhfares. We 
have been werned time aid again by 
the, appear anye during our summers 
of what i#: known 48 _ sewer- 
fever. This:fs a most deadly dis- 
ease, and it in*undeniabie that its rava- 
ges are extomding every summer. It 
continually grows worse, and, unless it 
is checked, w¢ may look very soon for 
an epidemic. :This is the prediction of 
.ie doctors, who »hou!d cer ainly knuw 
what they are talking abou, 

Now, it may be out of the question 
for us to talk “f perfecting our system 
of sewerage in time for the coming 
summer. We san, however, doa great 
deal towards ‘nitigating the dangers 
and discomf.rts of the hot season. We 
can certainly Keep the city clean. We 
can make a harmless disposal of the 
garbage—if, indeed, we may not be 
able to turn it to decided profit, as 
a fertilizing agent. We can have 
the stones afd filth taken from 
the streets, and then, by a free 
use of water, aud frequent flushing of 
the sewers ## can probavly ward off 
any serious trouble. Mr: Maher has 
made an exte}lent chairman of the 
street committe, so far.
